High up in the moun- 
tains, miles away from any place, a young service station- 
grocery store proprietor gave just as good service and had 
as big a smile as anyone along the way. 

If there is any point in these observations it is this: 

It matters not where a person may live; rather it is the 
spirit within that determines whether peace, happiness and 
contentment prevail. Real security is not in what we own, 
but in what we are and what we create out of ourselves. 

In this country town oi Del Norte is one of the oldest 
newspapers in Colorado. Its editor is typical of all news- 
Paper editors—trying to serve his community and his people 
to the best of his ability. As is typical of residents of most 
communities, they like their home-town—and they like to 
have the best possible home-town newspaper. - 

People are loyal here to their community—just as most 
people in Upland are quite ‘‘sold’’ on Upland and are loyal 
to their home-town.
